CONDITION OF THE 


STATE'. 


The year it drawing to • clot*, and 


the> outlook is not much better for the 
cue to come than th« last pictured for 
ih« one through which we have jnst 
passed, The Comstock is not doinp as 
Well aa was anticipated. There has 
been as yet no bonanza shown up in 
the north-end, and those who thought 
that Sierra Nevada and Union would be 
producing bullion by this time have 
been sadly dinappoiiited. We do uot 
fcesitatt to exprers the opinion that in 
these two mines there will be found 
immense bodies of ore. It may take 
months of hatd work yet; the Union 
•haft must bo sunk three or four oan- 
4red feet deeper; connection most be 
made with the Sutro Tunnel, no that the 
weter will not rttnrd the work of de- 
velopment. It is very probable that the 
'fear of a too sudden rash of water has 
*om).elted the managers to woik slow, 
And is still preventing them from ei- 
filoring interesting points. Still we can 
'•onderstind the chagrin of those who 
Aave been holding on to their stock and 
f»aying assessments, eipecting to hare 
•ome of their money returned to them 
kef ore this, and apparently no neartr 
«ow than a year ago of seeing their 
dearest wishes realized. Should the 
north-end prove a failure the Comstock 
may be s»id to have "petered." Eureka 
bus been a good camp; but for its pro- 
duct the bullion yield of the State for 
1879 would be comparatively insignifi- 
cant. The mines there are still doing 
well. Tascarorahas done well Intely, 
but its noble little Belle Ible seems to 
fcave its 
best 
days. The Paradise 


mines have added some wealth to the 
world's store, but the yield of the very 
few good mines on thti outside h«n been 
tmt a slight recompense for the immense 
•urns expended in prospecting throngh- 
trat the State. 


We think the agricultural and stock 


interests of the State have prospered in 
greater proportion than the mining. 
^The cattle n>en have found a ready mar- 
ket, for their cattle, as also have the 
tanners for their produce, and neither 
can complain that they have not had fair 
prices. The outlook for the future is 
(all of promise for both of these inter- 
ests.

Beem as though we should be depend 
ent upon our neighbors forever for 
thousands of things we use which ought 
to be made at home. 


The comstrnction of the- Austin and 


Battle Mountain Railroad and the cer- 
tainty of the building of the Bodie road 
8how«that we are. making some pro- 
gress in this respect. There ought to 
t>e more of it. There are a dozen min- 
ing camps which need railroad connec- 
tion—away out in Lincoln, White Pine, 
Nye, up north in Elko, and there are 
Other interests which would be greatly 
benefited by the construction of roads 
north from Beno or Winuemncca, or 
south from Eureka or Austin.

Mr. Park Benjamin, a well known 


scientific expert in applied mechanics, 
contributes an exceedingly interesting 
essay on electricity to the New York 
Herald's research for the best substi- 
tute for the process of hanging crimi- 
nals. He dissents from 
Professor 


Draper's opinion, which w» printed, 
that it would be found very difficult to 
put electricity into practical operation 
for the purpose. On the contrary, Mr. 
Benjamine believes, a simple appara- 
tus could be devised so compact that it 
would occupy no more space than an 
ordinary travelling trunk, capable of 
discharging an electric spark potent 
enough "to kill simultaneously more 
men than have ever been hanged in 
company in this country," with entire 
safety to the operating sheriff. At the 
Stevens Institute, in Hoboken, there is 
an electric coil which yields sparks 
twenty-one inches long that penetrate 
xlrtss blocks three lichen thick and the 
Royal Polytechnic Institution, in Lon- 
don, possesses one of even greater 
potency. The awe-inspiring influence 
of such a mysterious mode of capital 
punishment he considers, one of its 
important recommendations, whereas 
hanging produces on the public no 
emotions superior to disgust.
